Hofrichter, in his invention, 
discloses a home network system that determines and provides a home network system configuration profile for at least one selected one 
of the electronic devices in the system and providing it to a server computing system via the Internet data collecting technology for a home 
network system. Aizu, in a similar endeavor, discloses an appliance data collecting system and method for a home network system (Aizu: 
Col 1 , lines 48-52) comprising: sending status request signals to a plurality of slave devices, respectively; receiving one or more response 
signals sent by each slave device in response to the status request signals; constructing an operation history database in a memory by 
accumulatively storing operation status data included in each response signal into the memory; and extracting data from the operation 
history database when a history inquiry request is received from a user, wherein the extracted operation history data is displayed on a 
display unit . It would thus be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the cited prior arts in order to provide means for data 
collection of history information or operational status of the selected home device(s) in a home network system. 
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
